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NIHILISTS AT WORK. 


A RUSSIAN PRINCE IN PARIS COMPELLED 10 
CHANGE HIS RESIDENCE. 


The Affair Causing Much Excitement in 
the French Capital. 


RESPONSE TO BALFOUR’S APPEAL FOR 
THE STARVING IRISH PEASANTRY. 


Russia to Establish a Secret Service 
Agency in New York—The Irish Party 
Troubles—A Revolutionary Outbreak in 
the Argentine Republic—The Railway 
Strike in Scotland—Foreign News, 


PARIS, Jan. 16.—A most mysterious disap- 
pearance isthe talk of Paris this morning. 
Prince Giedroyc, a well known member of the 
aristocratic circles of the Russian colony in 
this city, has disappeared from his mansion 
in the Rue Gallilee.. To make his disappear- 
ance all the more astonishing the furniture of 
the mansion was, apparently, transferred to 
parts unknown during the night. It is be- 
lieved that Russian Nihilists have threatened 
to blow up the Prince’s residence with dyna- 
mite and that the threat, contained in mys- 
terious notes sent to the Prince, caused the 
latter so much alarm that he decided to dis- 
appear and locate himself in some place 
where theNihilists would not be able to annoy 
him. 


PROTEST AGAINT INCREASED DUTIES, 
PARIS, Jan. 16.—The workmen of Lyons 
and other cities and towns in the Squthern 
part of France have made arrangements to 
hold mass meetings on Sunday next to pro- 
test against an increasein the customs duties. 
A petition, which has been circulated in favor 
of the free admission of raw materials, has 
received 120,000 signaturés. 
THE COMTE DE PARIS AND AFRICA. 
PARIS, Jan. 16.—The Lisbon correspondent 
of the Siecle reports that the Portuguese Gov- 
ernment has granted to the Marquis de Beau- 
vor, acting as the agent of the Comte de 
Paris, a charge giving him control] over all 
territory claimed by Portugalin East Africa 
which has not already been granted to the 
Mozambique Co. 


The Irish Party Troubles. 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—Mr. Timothy D. Healy, 
M.P., has telegraphed tothe Pall Mall Gazette, 
denying that Mr. Wm. O’Brien or M. Raffalo- 
vitch, Mr. O’Brien’s father-in-law, or M. 
Raffalovitch’s family, received Mr. Barry or 
himself in an uncordial manner while they 
were in Paris. Mr. Healy said that Mr. 
©O’Brien’s relations are not Parnellites or 
sympathizers with Parnellism. Mr. Healy 
adds that Mr. Barry and himself were warmly 
welcomed, and that ‘‘Mr. O’Brien Is as de- 
termined an opponent of Mr. Parnell’s leader- 
ship as lam.’’ 


The Pall Mal Gazette quoted Mr. Parnell’s 


Statement made on Sunday last while ad- 


dressing the meeting at Limerick that he is 


practically satisfied with the ‘length he has 
traveled with Mr. O’Brien, amd ‘says that the 
conflicting accounts ofthe Boulogne confer- 
ence furnished by Messrs. Parnell] and Healy, 
both claiming Mr. O’Brien, .are_ surprising, 

The Gazedte says: ‘‘The English Liberals are 
impatient, and deprecate shilly-shallying. 
Mr. O’Brien is doing all hecan to destroy 
English Liberal confidence, and is himself 
the greatest obstacle to a successful issue of 
home rule.’’ 

HARCOURT TALKS. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt writes: ‘‘If the 
Irish people and the Irish members of Parlia- 
ment continue to maintain towards the En- 
glish Liberals the attitude of friendly co- 
operation, consultation, mutual good will, 
and honorable confidence which existed be- 
fore Mr. Parnell fell there is no reason why 
they should not, with entire respect for each 
other’s independence, work together as hith- 
erto for the same objects and with a spirit of 
equal assurance of ultimate success. If their 
position towards us remains the same, our 
position towards themis unchanged. Then, 
confident as ever that the future of home 
rule is secure, nothing will happen. 
There are worse prospects if Mr. 
Parnell succeeds in inflaming Irish pas- 
sion and sentiment against English 
sympathizers and persists in poisoning the 
Irish mind, vilifying Mr. Gladstone, exciting 
race hatred, rejecting constitutional action 
and appealing to the Hillside men and the 
American dynamiters, thus convincing the 
British people that no reliance can be placed 
in Irish honor; that confidenee is violated 
under cover of personal delinquencies and 
that in settling the home rule question the 
English Liberals cannot, participate in the 
safeguards which surround it, but that the 
matter must be determined simply by the 
Irish leaders. The demands for separation 
mean hostility to England and not an honor- 
able alliance. Ifthe Irish people ratify such 
a@ policy, home rule has no chance and ought 
to have no chance.’’

PROTECTING ANTI-PARNELLITES. 

Owing tothe comparative cessation of the 
Parnellite excitement, the police in Cork find 
it no longer necessary to keepa guard for 
protection over the premises of leading anti- 
Parnellites, although the members vuf the 
force remain under special instructions to 
protect such persons from violence. 


The Starving Irish Peasantry. 

Lonpon, Jan. 16.—While Mr. Balfour is 
gathering in donations forthe benefit of the 
starving Irish peasantry an earnest effort is 
being made in England to raise money for 
the relief of landlords and thetr families de- 
prived of income by the agrarian agitation. 
It is estimated that about 2,000 women, many 
of them old and infirm, have been deprived 
of their means of livelihood by the loss of 
Irish rents. Hundreds of these are earning a 
living in household service, and as ladies’ 
maids in the homes of the more fortunate 
aristocracy, while the more helpless are en- 
tirely dependent on charity. The former 
mistress of a large estate in Galway is now 
@ governess in London, and quite a number 
Drought up in luxury are doing menial work. 
The Marquis of Waterford has issned an ap- 
peal in their behalf, and it is receiving a 
liberal response. 

A BIG HUNTING TRIP. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 16.—There ig an elaborate 
programme of hunting and shooting ar- 
ranged by Lord Londonderry for thé Earl of 
Zetland and Chief Secretary Balfour during 
their visit to his estates at Mount Stewart.

TORONTO, Ontario, Jan. 16.—The Empire, the 
Government organ, says: ‘‘The statement 
published by the Toronto Mail, to the effect 
that the Dominion Government has been re- 
quested by the Imperial Government to en- 
deavor to arrange matters in dispute be- 
tween Canada and the United States on the 
basis of a wide measure of commercial recip- 
rocity, is not true. On the contrary, it is 
learned from the very best sources that the 
Canadian Government has recently been ap- 
proached by the United States Government 
with a viewtothe development of the trade 
relations between the two countries, and that 
the Canadian Government has requested the 

advice of Her Majesty’s Government on the 
subject.’’ 

ATTEMPTED MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

GODRICH, Ont., Jan. 16.—Donald McKinnon, 
a well-to-do fisherman, and his wife, Rachel, 
were found in their house here yesterday suf- 
fering from what the doctors allege to be 
mortal bullet ‘wounds. Their depositions 
were taken and differ widely. McKinnon 
states that both attempted to commit suicide, 
and Mrs. McKinnon states that her husband 
inflicted the wounds while attempting, im a 
jealous rage, to murder her. 


A Terrible Gas Explosion. 

LONDON, Jan. 16.—A terrible explosion, of 
illuminating gas in the Liverpool road to-day 
caused a house crowded with lodgers to 
catch fire. A panic among the residents 
followed, during the course of which a man 
and a boy jumped from the upper windows, 
thirty feet from the ground, into the street 
below. They were taken to a 
neighboring hospital in a dying condition. 
One child is known to have been burned to 
death during the conflagration which §fol- 
lowed the explosion, and other children are 
reported to the police as missing. 


Minister Lincoln’s Return. 

Lonpon, Jan. 16.—Mr. Lincoln arrived at 
the railway station in this city at 10 o’clock 
this morning from Southampton. The mem- 
bers of the American legation were awaiting 
him, and when he descended from the rail- 
way Carriage, he was given a warm welcome. 
A number of newspaper representatives 
sought to interview Mr. Lincoln in regard to 
the Behring Sea question. but he again re- 
fused to say anything bearing upon the topic. 


Revolutionary Outbreak in Argentine. 


BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 16.—A large rebel force 
is said to be assembled in the Province of 
Entre Rios. The citizens of that Province are 
ina state of considerable alarm. The tele- 
} graph lines have been cut and the national 
troops in strong force have been sent to sup- 
press the revolutionary outbreak. The wild- 
est rumors are circulated. Entre Rios (Be- 
tween-the. Rivers) is a province of the Argen- 
tine Republic between the Rivers Uruguay 
and Parenha. Its capital is Bajada de Santafe, 
having a population of about 150,000. 

FINANCIAL CIRCLES EXCITED. 

BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 16.—Financial circles in 
the Argentine Republic are excited by the 
proposal made Dy the Argentine Government 
to tax the deposits of private banks at the 
rate of 2 percent per annum. The American 
Legation has lodged a protest against the 
Government’s proposal to tax foreign in- 
surance companies at the rate of $20,000 a year 
for a license fee, in addition to requiring a 
guarantee deposit of $200,000. 


The Flahive Murder. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 16.—It is reported that Bar- 
tholomew Sullivan, under sentence of death 
forthe murder of Patrick Flahive, at. Bal- 
lohogue, in County Kerry, has made a con- 
fession implicating others in thecrime. At 
the time Flahive was killed he was preparing 
tocut the crops onan ‘‘evicted farm,’’ and 
the motive of the murderers is understood to 
have been to prevent this, Flahive having 
failed to yield toany other form of intimida- 
tion. 


The Alleged Padlewski. 


MADRID, Jan. 16.—The man arrested at Clot 
has not yet been identified. He is a man of 
many accomplishments and is especially 
learned in languages, mathematics and 
chemistry. Heis alsoa fine marksman, and 
to amuse his guards yesterday he tried his 
skill with a revolver on a number of sparrows 
flying around tlre vicinity of his prison. He 
succeeded in killing three of the birds with 
four shots. 


Outranks All Foreign Princes. 
SHANGHAI, Jan. 16.—It is stated that in con-

Russia’s Foreign Secret Service. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 16.—The Russian 
Government, in reorganizing its foretgn se- 
cret service, will hereafter have a direct 
agency in New York. Heretofore the work 
of the Russian secret service in America has 
been done through American detective agen- 
cies, whose members have been employed to 
keep a watch on Nihilists and other political 
refugees. 


Jewish Schools in Austria. 

VIENNA, Jan. 16.—The Government has con- 
sented that the schools to be founded in Aus- 
trian Poland by Baron Hirsch at a costof 
half a million pounds, shall be chiefly under 
Jewish control. Christian children are to 
have access to the schools in villages where 
no Christian schools exist, and the learning 
of German is to be compulsory. 


The Railway Strike in Scotland. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 18.—The offer of the engine 
drivers of the Caledonian Railway Co., now 
at work, to give their Sunday’s labor gratuit- 
ously in Tecognition of the liberaljty of the 
company toward them, such work to be de- 
voted to disposing of the arrears of the goods 
traffic, has been declined.

8T. LOUIS MEMBERS DISSATISFIED. 

The committee assignments do not give en- 
tire satisfaction; in fact thereis not a little 
dissatisfaction in the capital city to-day. St. 
Louis, which pays fully one-third of the 
taxes of the State, has no place whatever on 
the Appropriations Committee, though it Is 
composed of eight or nine members. The 
leading city of the State will, there- 
fore, have but little voice in the 
distribution of the funds which 
will be made by this committee. Kansas 
City was more fortunate, as Lyman, the 
Chairman, is from that place. The only 
chairmanship given St. Louis is, that of the 
Insurance Committee, which was given to 
Mr. Church, Perkinson, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Municipal Corporations, isa 
Chariton County farmer. The task of making 
forty-five committees with a house number- 
ing 140 members is no easy one, however, and 
there is always more or less dissatisfac- 
tion expressed when the committees are an- 
nounced. Speaker Tuttle explained before 
the committees were read that he had sought 
to do the best he could. 

There were some forty bills introduced, 
most of which are of minor importance. Im- 
mediately after the adjournment the various 
committees met to discuss the work ahead of 
them. Some of them will go to work immedli- 
ately on the bills that have passed the second 
reading. The forty-five committees will have 
a force of sixteen clerks, the House having 
refused to allow each a clerk. One ofthe

THE BEHRING SEA TROUBLE. 


Hon, David Millis of Toronto on the Court 
Proceedings. 


TORONTO, Ontario. Jan. 16.—Hon. David 
Mills, a high authority on international law, 
in an interview regarding Sir John Thomp- 
son’s action in bringing a portion of the Beh- 
ring Sea question befpre the Supreme Court 
of the United States, said:

by another department to which no such re- 
sponsibility attaches. You wilijfind that the 
principle upon which the Supreme Court pro- 
ceeds,so fully Stated in the twocasesjtojwhich 
I have referred, that you will see that the 
minister of justice cannot get on the lines 
upon which he has set out, and if the court 
were to entertain the case, he would only 
succeed in having the: contention of the Sec- 
retary of State confirmed.’’

Dr. J.P. Bryson Makes an cities 
With Koch’s Lymph. 


THE FIRST USE OF THE REMEDY IN THIS 
CITY. 


Local Surgical Cage—The Process and 
the Lymph Minutely Described—The 

Patient Improwing anda Fourth Injec- 
tion Made To-Day. 


Dr. J. P. Bryson of this city has within the 
past ten days received from New York a sup- 
ply of the Kech curative lymph sufficient for 
the treatment of one case now under 
his charge, and has begun that 
treatment with expectations of defin- 
ite good results in which he is 
peculiarly interested. Owing tothe nature 
of the case anda certain. natural reluctance 
on the part of Dr. Bryson to give tothe public 
that feature of the experiment, he has been 
inclined so far to conduct it as a matter of 
private professional practice and has not felt 
at liberty to discuss the use of the lymph for 
pablication. Through the profound gen- 
eral interest taken in experiments with the 
Koch lymph, however, the fact of his being 
in possession of some of that world-famous 
consumption remedy has become known, and 
Dr. Bryson has in consequence been besieged 
to give to t ne, pane the results of. the first 
experiment de in St. Louls with the great 
discovery. Toa Post-DIsPaATcH reporter this 
morning, who represented to him that 
in view of the fact of his experti- 
ments having become public property toa 
considerable extent, an official report from 
him could not be a violation of professional 
ethics or of private confidence, Dr. Bryson 
consented to make such a report In full, with- 
holding from the public only the name of the 
patient and the technical description of the 
case in which the lymph is being used. Cov- 
ering, as the report does, the detailed story 
of how the lymph was obtained a descriptive 
of its appearance, a minute  state- 
ment of its final preparation and 
the exact method of making the injections, 
closing with his professional minutes of the 
effects and results achieved bythe treatment 
so far, and the developments following each 
injection, Dr. Bryson’s. interview was a 
most important one, and will be read with 
the greatest interest. 


THE SUPPLY OF LYMPH. 


The supply of Koch lymph received by him 
in the physiological ‘laboratory 
Louis Medical College in the 
possession of Dr. Porter who has charge of 
that department in the college, to whom the 
preparation was delivered by Dr.. Bryson in 
accordance with an ageement made by the 
latter before he could secure the lymph. Dr. 
Porter has charge of its final preparation for 
use, which is done in strict conformity with 
instructions received from the -prom- 
inent New York physicians, whose names 
Dr. Bryson stipulated should not be 
published. After showing the reporter the 
letters from them vouching for the absolute 
genuineness of the preparation aa sent to St. 
Louls. This secrecy is observed, by reason of 
the fact that the St. Louis instance is the 
first where the lymph has been allowed to be 
used outside of official hospital practice, and 
only through the pecullar circumstances 
surrounding the case was it made 
possible to gain the consent of the 
New York physicians to tts being so used. The 
lymph was received in 8t. Louls two weeks 
ago yesterday. It came In a small giass 
phial, securely packed in cotton ina small 
box, and was delivered by Dr. Bryson to Dr. 
Porter. A description of the famous remedy, 
as prepared forthe St. Louts experiment, is 
as follows: The quantity of lymph 
contained in the  phial was thirty 
milliigrammes, diluted in boiled water, in 
the proportion of the equivalent of one dissi- 
gramme of water to one milligramme of the 
lymph. The dilution given above naturally. 
destroyed the characteristic golden brown 
color of the pure lymph, and it is described as 
being of about the specific gravity of water, 
almost transparent, strongly resembling thin 
glycerine in consistency and with a smell of 
saliva noticeable in handling the prepara- 
tion. 

The case upon which the St. Lonis expert- 
ments are being made may be generally de- 
scribed as not one of tuberculosis, but is what 
is technically termed a ‘‘localized surgical 
disease.’’ It is of a serious nature and should 
the experiments with the lymph be marked 
by lasting good results Dr. Bryson 
will have opend up afield for 
its application vastly greater than that 
even of tuberculosis proper, and of tre- 
mendous benefit to the whole world. So far, 
there isno result obtained which offers any 
encouragement toa continuance of the ex- 
periments. 

TREATMENT OF THE CASE. 

The first hypodermic injection of the Koch 
lymph by Dr.Bryson was made on Jan. 9,at 10 
o’clocKk p.m. The amount injected consisted 
of one milligram of lymph still further 
diluted in boiled water enough to 
make the injection equal one cubic centime- 
ter of water. The syringe used was not the 
Koch syringe, which is condemned by New 
York physicians, but a sterilized rubber 
syringe with no packing, which had been 
kept in absolute alcohol and so completely 
disinfected. The injection was made in the 
back, exactly between the shoulder-biades, 
as is done inthe Koch experiments in Berlin 
for tubercular consumption... Of the results 
following this first injection, Dr. Bryson says: 

‘*There was no febrile reaction noticeable, 
such as has been reported in application of 
the lymph for tuberculosis, There was, how- 
ever,a slight, a very slight local reaction, 
showing that the seat of the disease had been ) 
reached by the lymph. This reaction 
was so faint that it was not 
regarded as of especial importance, and the 
experiments proceeded with the hope of more 
decisive and definite results.’’ 

On Jan. 11 the injection was made at 
the same hour as the first. This time the 
quantity of lymph was increased to two miill- 
grammes, the proportion of water’ still 
being the same. A more decided local 
reaction was caused by this injec- 
tion, the disease being plainly affected and 
disturbed in its character by the in 
tion of the lymph intothe organism. 
was still, however, an absence of the fe 
reaction which is ‘the indisputable proof of 
the effect of the lymph in cases of tubercu- 


losis.

‘*We wilt make the fourth injection this af- 
ternoon,’’ said Dr. Bryson, after thus fully 
covering the case to date, ‘‘and with the 
same quantity of - lymph as used at 
the third, we expect to carry it still 
further along the favorable line it has 
taken so far. I shall continue the injections 
at intervals as already established, until the 
present supply of lymph is exhausted, by 
which time I think tho difficulty of obtaining 
afurther supply will have disappeared. I 
expect the course of treatment with the Koch 
lymph to continue some months. A positive 
cure of the disease upon which I am experi- 
menting isa matter of at least months, but I 
shall be satisfied if the lymph continues to 
reach and affect the seat of the disease as it 
is now doing. The lymph, which I received 
through the kindness of a New York physi- 
clan who isa personal friend of mine, comes 
to me diluted in water in the proportion of 1 
to 9, with full instructions as to its further 
preparation for final use, which I have 
already explained to you. 

KOCH’S STATEMENT OF LYMPH INGREDIENTS. 
‘*There is no question of its genuineness. 
The Post-DIsPpaTcH yesterday afternoon gave 
the first authoritative statement from Prof. 
Koch confirming the general professional be- 
lief that the lymph ingredient was derived 
from the ptomaines of tubercular bacilli, and 
the press of this country has been of incal- 
culable benefit to the medical profession in 
giving prompt and full reports of the Koch 
discovery and experiments from the very 
beginning of the movement.

GROVER CLEVELAND’S DANGER. 


Strange Actions of a Crazy Man Near the 
Ex-President’s House. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A rumor that an at- 
tempt had been made to assassinate Grover 
Cleveland spread overthe lower part of the 
city yesterday afternoon, together with the 
statement that the would-be assassin had 
been arrested and sent to the Bellevue Hos- 
pital for examination as to his sanity. It 
appears that on Wednesday after- 
noon a citizen was walking up Madison 
avenue when he saw a man acting 
in an unusual manner in front of Mr. 
Cleveland’s house. It was not far from 4 
o’clock and the citizen called the attention 
of Policeman Gannon tothe matter. Gannon 
walked around that way and then the 
man, seeing a policeman, started down 
the avenue. The officer followed him 
through Sixty-sixth street to Fifth avenue. 
Here the man turned tothe north and crossed 
over toward the wall of Central Park. Half 
way across he unbuttoned his overcoat and 
then his coat and waistcoat. By the time he 
had donethat he had reached the wall and 
then he began removing his outer clothing, 
which he threw on the sidewalk. There was 
a party of some kind in a. house directly 
opposite and the policeman thought the dis- 
robing had better be stopped quickly, but 
before he could reach the man all the clothes 
were on the sidewalk and one trousers sus- 
pender had been unbuttoned. This conver- 
sation, according to Gannon, then followed: 

‘*Here, that’s gohe far enough,’’ said Gan- 
non.’’ ‘*‘What are you doing?’’ 

‘*‘T was just taking off my clothes sol could 
go into the park and get some fresh air,’’ said 
the man in a matter of fact way. 

‘*‘Where did you come from?’’ 

‘*Whitestone.’’ 

‘*Get into your clothes. 
for, anyhow?’’ 

‘‘I’m just looking for some friends of 
mine.’’ 

‘*Have you got any friends around here?’’ 

‘*I was trying to see a friend of mine around 
in Madison avenue.’’ 

**Who ts your friend?’’ 

‘‘Why, don’t you know? He’s at No. 186. 
It’s Grover Cleveland; but don’t say anything 
about it; there, don’t let nobody know of it.’’ 

Then, with a confidential air, the man con- 
tinued: ‘‘But he is no good now.

The next moment the man began telling 
about being a book-keeper, swindling his em- 
ployer out of $1,200 and covering his thefts by 
false entries until twoof them Were discov- 
ered and he was discharged. He was taken 
to the station in Sixty-seventh street. The 
Sergeant on duty says that nothing was said 
here about any assault on Mr. Cleveland, but 
the man talked so incoherently that he was 
sent to Bellevue Hospitalg Gannon reported 
that the man had been ging a number of 
bells in Madison avenue. On the way to 
Bellevue the prisoner said he had been two 
days in the city and had _ stopped 
at the Chatham Hotel inthe Bowery, but had 
to leave because he had only 17 cents left. 
Then he grew violentand it took three men 
to keep him from rushing out of thecar. At 
Bellevue Hospital he said he was 80 years old, 
had lived in New York thirteen years and 
that a Mr. Maillack in Seventh street could 
tellallabout him. No such man as Maillack 
lives in Seventh street. There is no Chatham 
Hotel in the Bowery. Dr. Douglass, who ex- 
amined himin the Bellevue, said last night 
he was clearly insane and had been much 
excited all day, trying very often to tear his 
clothes off. He was fairly well dressed before 
he tore his clothes inthe elevatedcars. Mr. 
Cleveland comes home every afternoon about 
4o’clock andis usually walking. When Mr. 
Cleveland was asked about,the case at his 
office he said he had heard nothing of it. The 
good looking young man who answers the 
door bell there said he had heard nothing ofa 
stranger acting inan unusual fashion on the 
door step.

The Indians have done nothing they 
did not choose to do, and Miles seemed 
pleased. They camped where he told them, 
and he says they are obeying his orders, and 
yesterday he notified them there would be 
but one chief, and he would be that chief.

Now they say at headquarters the fguns 
will continue to come in from time to time 
and it doesn’t matterso much whether they 
are surrendered or not, ifthe Indians show a 
peaceful disposition. It is believed here that 
Miles has found it impossible to get the arms 
voluntarily and that the 
thorities will not permit him toe 
take them away by “force, because 
that might precipitate a fight which would 
not be approved by Eastern sentiment, and 
Gen. Miles is making the best of a bad pre- 
dicament.

HOSTILES NOT DISARMED. 


Their Rifies Cocked— Wonderful Powers of 
Endurance Displayed.

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, via Rushville, Neb., 
Jan.13.—The Indians are certainly coming in, 
and the chances now are that there will be no 
war, atleast not at present. The Indians, 
however, do not come in as conquered tribes, 
but have rather the appearance and bearing 
of victorious warriors, or at least of men 
who have gained part of what they were 
striving for. The young bucks preservea 
very defiant attitude, are continually parad- 
ing in war-like array, and no soldier is al- 
lowed to approach their encampment. When 
a@ supply train, bound for one of the 
outlying commands passed near the Indian 

. Camp, the young warriors ran out, took upa 
commanding position on the hills, and it 
looked as ifan attack wasto be made. They 
allowed the team to pass in peace, but im 
mediately sent a message to Gen. Miles, 
warning him that no more troops or wagons 
must be sent soneartheir camp. Whatever 
the soldiers think, the Indians do not believe 
that they have in any sense been conquered 
or outgeneraled, and are rather encouraged 
than dispirited by the outcome of the cam- 
paign. A few have made their way into the 
friendly village, and are rather inclined to 
boast of their achievements. 

THE INDIANS NOT DISPIRITED. 
-By simply making a hostile demonstration 
they boast that they so frightened the whites 
that nearly the whole army of the United 
States had to be sent against them, and that 
when they were ready tocomein they were 
allowed todo soon their own terms. The 
fact that they were not attacked they con- 
sider to be equivalent to an admission that 
the troops were afraid to do so, and the 
younger men have more confidence in their 
ability to bring a war toa successful conclu- 
sion than they ever had before. The com- 
mon talk among the hostiles as reported by 
thee friendlies who have been among 
them. is that they came in  be- 
cause they did not wish to make 
a winter campaign, but that as soon 
asthe grass was green in the spring that 
they would take the warpath. That such a 
disposition exists among the warlike and 
restiess young warriors is certain, but Gen. 
Miles, who understands the situation thor- 
oughly, will unquestionably take such steps 
as will, render any attempt ata rising in the 
spring, abortive. That the Indians in- 
tend to surrender in good faith, 

. scarcely admits of a question, 
Their action in leaving an almost 
impregnable stronghold,and in pitching their 
camp right under the dreaded cannon, is in- 
disputable proofof this. There are a few 
young hotheads who are spoiling for a fight, 
but the great majority even of the most 
belligerent are ready to suspend hostilities 
until a more favorable season. 

AN IMPERFECT DISARMAMENT, 
* Another evidence of this is the fact that 
there are very few armsinthe camp. Scouts 
and friendjies alike state that Indians, who 
as an ordinary rule are never seen without 
their guns, now go about the camp totally 
uhbarmed.

LATEST PHASE OF THE SENATORIAL 
CONTEST AT SPRINGFIELD, ILL. 


The Democrats Standing Steadfastly by 
Gen. Palmer—The Struggle in Kansas— 
Ingalls’ Prospects Slightly Improved— 
Judge Pefter Shelved—Senator Blair 
Defeated. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill,, Jan. 16,~The Republican 
caucus last night nominated ex-Gov. Richard 
J. Oglesby for United States Senatoron the 
first ballot. The caucus was held In the State- 
house art hall and was called to order by Sen- 
ator Thomas Hamer, Senator Charles E. 
Fuller was elected chairman, and in his 
speech stated that they had come 
together for a peculiar purpose and 
to perform an important duty and 
that it should be performed faithfully, hon- 
estly and well, sothat whether or not their 
candidate for the United States Senate was 
elected, there would be nothing to explain to 
their constituents. 

Representative Hutchings was made Secre- 
tary of the caucus. A resolution was adopted 
constituting the Republican Steering Com- 
mittee of the House and Senate the Steering 
Committee of the caucus, and Representative 
Whitehead’s resolution was then unani- 
mously adopted, as foliows: ‘ 

Resolved, That the nominee of this caucus shall be 
subject to the control of the Steering Committee, 
who shall have full power and authority to withdraw 
the name of such nominee when,in theirjudgment, 
the interest of the Republican party demands such 
action. 

On motion of Representative Warder, an 
informal secret ballet for United States Sen- 
ator wasthen taken, with the following re- 
sult: Richard J. Oglesby, 48; Chas. B. Far- 
well, 32; Walter Q. Gresham, 11; Cicero J. 
Lindley, 3; John McNulta, 3; David Ross, 2; 
State Senator Thos. Hamer 1. On Mr. Prince’s 
motion a formal secret ballot was taken, 
which resulted as follows: Oglesby, 64; Far- 
well, 30; Gresham, 4; Hamer, 1; Ross, 1. 

Chairman Fuller declared Richard J.Oglesby 
the caucus nominee for United States Sena- 
tor, and amiast the applause that followed 
Senator Crawford’s motion to make the nom- 
ination unanimous was carried. Senators 
Fuller and and Matthews and Representatives 
Hawley, Header - and Prince were 
made a committee to notify Gov. 
Oglesby and the caucus ended with three 
cheers forthe nominee. Senator Farwell, af- 
ter the result was made known, stated that 
it was notan Administration victory, as the 
anti-Administration votes had been cast for 
Judge Gresham. 

THE HOUSE ELECTION CONTEST. 

The rulings of Chairman Reed Green ofthe 
House Committee on Elections yesterday 
were so unfair tothe Republicans in the 
Hamilton contested election case as to show 
that fair play willnot be givento Hamilton.

They arrested 
Mrs. Poole in her rooms over a dressmaking 
establishment, catthing the husband an hour 
later as he approached the apartments. 

He said 
that morning an attractive woman had 
appeared at his office and made inquires 
for Mr. Tindale. He responded and was 
told by the visitor that she wished to nego- 
tiate a loan on some furniture in her apart- 
ments on Olive street. As was his custom, he 
went to the rooms that afternoon to see the 
property before closing the transaction. 
At the door he was met by Mrs. Poole, who 
gave him a drink of water. Hethen accom- 
panied her to the bedroom to examine the 
furniture. While in this apart- 
ment he claimed that Poole and an 
accomplice rushed from an adjoining room 
put revolvers at his head and threatened him

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GREAT VICTORY FOR THE IMPORTERS 
OF WORSTED GOODS. 


The Secretary Must Return $2,500,000 
Collected From Them Under His Ruling 
Two Years Ago Classifying Worsteds 
as Woolens—The Fight of P. J. Cun- 
ningham of This City Against Win- 
dom’s Ruling. 


About $2,500,000 will be refunded importers 
of woolen and worsted goods within the next 
sixty days by the Govérnment, as the result 
of a decision just made by the 
United States Supreme Court. It is 
a victory for the importers of the East, and 
Mr. P. J. Cunningham of this city, one of the 
fiercest opponents of a ruling made by Secre- 
tary Windom, who isthe defeated one in the 
contest. In 1883, when the tariff bill was re- 
vised, worsteds were classed lower than 
woolens and a lower duty was made for them 
than for woolen goods. - 

WINDOM’S RULING. 

Early in 1889, after Secretary Windom came 
into office, he instructed the customs officers 
to collect equal duty on woolensand worst- 
mcf ae arbitrary ruling of the Secretary 

hec ification of worsteds was changed, 
notwithstanding that Congress in 1883 recog 
nized the trade distinction between the two 
and separately provided for both. 

Woolens, which include all kinds of woolen 
clothes made by a certain process, were 
rated by Congress in 1883 higher than wors- 
teds, which, however, arenow made with 
much more expensive machinery and by 
more skilful workmen, and are worth more, 
now, than woolens. 

DIFFERENCE IN MANUFACTURE. 

The difference between worsteds and wool- 
ens, as recognized by the trade, lies solely in 
the treatment of the wool. Ifthe maker de- 
cides to use his wool for worsted he passes it 
through a combing machine, which combs 
out the short and broken fibers, leaving the 
long fibers parallel with each 
other. These long hairs are called 
**wool tops,’’ and are valued 
much more highly than the short and broken 
fibres which are called ‘‘noils.’’ The wool 
fibre is covered with more or less serrations, 
saw-teeth like, according to quality. When 
wool is carded the fibers are so intertwined 
and the saw-teeth become so interlocked that 
when woven intocloth and ‘‘fulled’’ they aid 
in giving solidity to the cloth finished for 
market. The ‘‘wool tops’’ or long fibers 
having been left in parallel lines or rows by 
the combing-machine and the serrations or 
saw-teeth lying also inone direction, when 
made into yarn are robbed of their 
felting properties. For a long time 
it was generally recognized that 
the only difference between worsted 
and wool cloth was that the worsted was not 
‘‘fulled,’’ while the wool cloth was. This 
distinction does not hold good to-day, as all 
medhim “heavy - weight ~so - called whbrsted 
cloths are ‘‘fulled’’ to a more or 
less extent, since such process gives 
to the goods a softer or leathery feel- 
ing, and if either worsted’ or wool 
should pay higher duty than the other, it is 
clear that the higher rates should be charged 
against worsted. The wool from which it is 
made is the finest and most perfect, ebut 
though this is a stubbogn fact the refuse 
or ‘*nolls’’ extracted by the 
‘combing ~‘machine from the unbroken 
and long fibers, though of minor value, when 
made into wool cloth, areclassifieed at a 
much higher duty, while certain grades of 
worsted cloth areimported ata less duty 
than charged upon the raw wool from which 
‘they are made. 

WHY WINDOM DID IT. 

f This is what Secretary Windom noticed 
when he went into office, and he proceeded to 
change it on his own responsibility. The 
importers protested, claiming that he was 
usurping the powers of Congress in raising 
the duty on worsteds, and when they paid 
their duties, they also filed a protest, and 
many of them sued. Mr. P. J. Cunningham 
of “this city kept up these tactics for 
more than a year and was one of 
the principal witnesses in the case of Julius 
Ballin & Co. of New York, whosued the broker 
Magonetorecover their duties paid under 
the Windom ruling. 

AGAINST WINDOM. 

was before Judge McComb 
in the United States District Court 
and lasted nine days, during 
which time fifty witnesses were examined as 
to the meaning of the words ‘‘woolens’’ and 
‘*worsteds.’’ Many of them were brought 
here from England to testity. The jury 
found that Windom had exceeded his 
authority in increasing the duty on 
worsteds, and decided in favor of 
Ballin & Co. Windom appealed to the S8u- 
preme Court of the United States, but while 
the case was pending another case ofa simi- 
lar nature came to the front and was de- 
cided, namely, the case of Anthony Seebur- 
ger vs. Bernard Cohen etal. of Chicago, and 
this decision ends the controversy and settles 
the several hundred suits brought in this 
country. 

The following is the letter sent out by Sec- 
retary Windom tothe Collectors of Customs 
throughout the country: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 31, 1890. 
Collector af Customs, New York, N. Y.: 

Sin—The department isin receipt of a letter from 
the Attorney-General, dated the 26th inst., in which 
he states thatin view of the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of Anthony F. 
Seeburger, Collector, etc., vs. Bernard Cohen 
etal., which held that ‘‘though worsted is doubt- 
less a product of wool, and might in some 
aspects be considered a manufacture of wool, yet 
manufactures of worsted being subjected by the sec- 
ond paragraph’’ (T. I. 363) to different duties from 
those imposed ‘‘by the first paragraph’’ (T. I. 362), 
on manufactures of wool, it necessarily follows that 
a manufacture of worsted can not be considered as a 
manufacture of wool within the meaning of this 
statute (act of March 3,1883), the writ of error in the 
case of Danicl Magone, Collector, etc., v. Julius 
Ballin, et al,, involving the question as tothe classi- 
fication of worsted diagonals, suitings, coatings, etc. 
(S. 9,400), can not be sustained and will be dis- 
Missed, inasmuch as the jury found in said case that 
the merchandise was exclusively of worsted. 

You are therefore authorized on due entry of judg- 
mentin said suit in the Circuit Court, under the 
mandates of the Supreme Court, to take the nerces- 
sary steps for its settlement, and also the same steps 
with reference to all other similar suits now pending 
where the requirements of law as to protest, appeal, 
ee of suit, etc., have been fully complied 
with. 

This decision will apply to importations of worsted 
cloths made prior to the passage of the act of May 9, 
1890 (8. 10,020). Respectfully yours,

Mr. Windom has concluded that he made a 
mistake and that it would be foolish to keep 
up the litigation any longer. He has the sat- 
isfaction, however, of being sustained by 
Congress in his opinionas to what the law 
should be, as Congress passed an act May 9, 
1690, fixing an equal duty on worsteds 
and woolens, A yard of worsted 
or woolen costing $2 per yard 
in England is taxed 50 per cent of its value on 
reaching this country and 44 Gents per pound 
on its weight. Ifa yard valued at $2 weighs 
16 ounces when it lands in this country it is 
worth $8.44, exclusive of freight charges, 
storage and profits. 

MUST PAY BAOK $2,500,000. 

By the decision of the Supreme Court in this 
matter Secretary Windom will now have to 
return toimporters the money he collected 
from them on worsteds which they paid un- 
der protest from May, 1888, when he made his 
decision, until May, 1890,when Congress came 
to his assistance and made his rate a legal 
one.

The Board of Public Improvements evi on 
next Tuesday receive bids for the forty-three 
sprinkling contracts for the coming season. 
They will have the combine to deal with, but 
just how far that body has secured control is 
a matter for speculation. That the combine 
exists is known to all interested and ad- 
mitted by the members themselves. The lead- 
ing spirits in this mutual benefit arrange- 
ment are Pohlinan Bros. & Co., Henry Schure- 
man, Schureman Bros., Henry Mueller, A. R. 
Hoffman, N.J. Hortman,Fred Zeigler, Joseph 
Schureman, Jacob Pfeffer, Geo. Shroll 
and P. Garrey, Mr. B. R. Bonner, Pohiman 
and Mueller are the workers for the crowd 
and are running things. They are certainly 
running things with a high hand and expect 
to get control of the bulk of the districts. To 
strengthen their position they have gone to 
the extent of trying to dictate to the wagon 
makers of the city. 

The sprinklers in this city have not enough 
wagons now to do the work and it is certain 
that no matter who gets the 


pcontracts new wagons must be secured. 


Taking this fact into consideration the mem- 
bérs of the combine have agreed as to what 
they willdo. Theunderstanding is that none 
of the combine shall buy wagons in St. Louis, 
but get them through the combine froma 
Chicago firm which has consented to make 
arrangements.

The Amendments to Be Withdrawn. 


The Union Depot ordinance will come up in 
the regular order of business in the Council 
this evening and all indications are that the 
objectionable bridge amendment will be taken 
out and the ordinance passed without it. 

Mr. Hubert Taussig was asked yesterday 
what the company had done in the way of 
plans for the depot and said: ‘‘We have no 
plans made at all and have not even any un- 
der consideration. Several architects have 
submitted plans, but we have not committed 
ourselves to them inany way. It is not prob- 
able that we will touch the building plans un- 
til we have the preliminaries all settled.’’ 

If amicable arrangements can be made to- 
night in the Council the bill will pass there 
and then go to the House of Delegates. 

Dr. Taussig, anxious as he is to have the 
amendment taken out of the bill, expressly 
disclaims having forced anybody to do any- 
thing in the matter. 


The Boulevard to Be Extended. 


Mr. Julius Pitzman, engineer forthe Catlin 
Land Co., presented informally this morning 
to the board,a plan which will be put into ex- 
ecution immediately. When the work is done 
one of the prettiest roads in St. Louis will be 
established. Theentire continuation of Lin- 
dell avenue west from Union avenue, will be 
graded and paved with Telford making a 
driveway absolutely level from end to end 
and give a continuous roadway from Grand 
avenue over Lindellto King’s highway and 
from there west alongthe north side of the 
park to its western boundary. This improve- 
ment will be made at the expense of the 
property north of the park. 


No Liquor Will Be Sold. 


The Committee on Ways and Means of the 
Council has about made up its mind on the 
question of letting the Forest Park privileges. 
Of the many proposals under consideration 
they will select one they consider the best, 
and one which will leave them the assurance 
that the restaurant will be conducted ina 
manner not calculated to shock or disturb 
any of the visitors. It is also practically 
decided that no liquor shall be 
sold within the limits of the park. This lat- 
ter arrangement is considered the most satis- 
factory, as there is no necessity for allowing 
beer selling, and all of those who consider 
drinking a necessary part of an afternoon’s 
amusement can get their drinks at any or all 
of the many places convenient to the park. 


An Inspector’s Rig Stolen. 

The Building Department is now mourning 
the loss of a horse and buggy. Inspector 
Gitour yesterday, as has been his custom for 
some time, hitched his horse to a post on 
Chestnut street in front of the City Hall and 
went about his office work. When he went 
for his horse it was gone. The po- 
lice were immediately notified, but as yet 
notraces oftherig have been found. It is 
barely possible that some of the city em- 
ployes took it by mistake asall the rigs are 
very much alike and such mistakes have oc- 
currea before at the Hall. 


Lights for the Water Towers. 


The citizens of North St. Louis have at last 
succeeded in getting the city to order up the 
long-desired electric lights on the Water 
Towers. There will be six arc lights put upon 


} top of each of the two towers and maintained 


at the city’s expense. The company doing 
the lighting will have to make its own ar- 
rangements with the unfortunate man who 
will have toclimb those two flights of stairs 
every day to renew the carbons in the lamps.

A WONDERFUL RCONOMIST. 


Fritz Robisch, a Luxembirg Tanner, Gives 
Some Remarkable Testimony. 

There were in Division No. 1 of the Circuit 
Court yesterday a numberof average Amer- 
icans, average as to wealth, industry and 
habits of economy. They listened with wide 
eyes to the testimony of Fritz Robisch, 
a Luxemburg tanher, who had sued 
a Mrs. EBichmeier for the possession of 
her little home in South St. Louis. The story 
of the case is like this. The woman’s first 
husband was insured in two orders and one 
company. She collected the amounts due on | 
the policies at his death and intrusted it to 
Charles Robisch. That was fourteen years 
ago. Robisch claimed to have expended the 
entire sum for her, and sheclaims that he Is 
still indebted to her. Some two or 
three years ago, at the instance of 
her som, Charles Kobisch took up a 
note for $50, which Mrs. Eichmeter had given 
a South 8t. Louis money-lender and which 
was secured by a deed of trust on her house. 
Part of the principal and some interest had 
been paid on the note. Robisch, the elder, 
said he paid $60 for itand made a pretended 
sale of the note to his son Fritz for that sum. 
The latter demanded possession of the prop- 
erty described‘in the deed of trust. Mrs. 
Eichmeler refused to give possession. He 
had the property sold by the Sheriff and 
bought ft in for $120. 

Fritz Robisch was on the stand. He worked 
for his father, who is a tannér, he said. 

‘*‘What wages do you receive?’’ 

‘*Don’t get no wages.’’ 

‘*Do you live at home?’’ 

**No; lam married.’’ 

‘*‘How do you paythe expenses of your 
house?’’ 

‘*I get the bones at the tannery. I sell them 
and keep the money.’*’ ”

Later still he 
said he had not saved the $60 he gave his 
father for the note but had obtained the 
money from his wife, who had $75 given her 
as a wedding present. Still later he said her 
wedding present was $70. He paid his father 
$5 on account of the money borrowed last 
February and in December paid him $20 more. 

The father placed uponthe stand denied 
that he had ever loaned the boya cent, or 
that the boy had ever paid him a cent on ac- 
count of borrowed money. He said he sold 
Fritz the note for $0 andthe latter had paid 
him in three $20 gold pieces. 

The spectators were relieved. Judge Klein 
concluded both witnesses were unworthy of 
belief and the case was submitted.

THE GENTLE SONGSTRESS. 


INTERESTING INCIDENTS IN THE CA- 
REER OF EMMA ABBOTT. 


How the Little Lady Billed a Town, Hired 
a Hall and Then Gave the Conocert— 
The Abbott Kiss Made Famous Through 
the ‘‘Post-Dispatch.’’ 


All of Emma Abbott’s public life stories 
were being told of her life. Hers was a ca- 
reer fullof incidents that the public liked to 
know of, and newspaper writers found much 
satisfaction in rehearsing. Since her death 
most of these stories have been retold—re- 
dressed a trifle, softened in parts. And then 
there has been a flood of new stories. Most 
of the latter have been confined to the 
early part of her public life, before 
she had even found the friends who aided her 
in becoming an artist. During herlite these 
stories were so much adyertising for the 
singerand she appreciated the fact. A de- 
scription of the ‘‘Abbott Kiss,’’ which was 
written by a Post-DISPATCH reporter and first 
printed in this paper, has been revived and 
is going the rounds. This account of the ar- 
dent manner in which the little songstress 
bussed William Castle, was as good a bit of 
advertising as sheever had. It went every- 
where and was repeated and imitated as long 
as she lived. 

IN EARLY DAYS. 

Among the good stories of the little woman 
is one told by the Rev. Myron Reed, now pas- 
tor of the First Congregational Church of 
Denver. He has many friends in St. Louis, to 
whom hehas told the story which, in fact, 
was the subject of his sermon only last Sun- 
day evening. Telling of his first meeting 
with the songstress Mr. Reed said: 

**In 1868 I was preaching to a small congre- 
gation ina small Wisconsin village—I remem- 
ber that old church very well, and the choir 
and the beautiful anthem sung about three 
times a month. 

**One Saturday at noona young girl called 
upon meat my boarding-house and intro- 
duced herself Miss Emma Abbott. I think I 
remember her as she looked then. She wore 
some kind of a drab frock which later turned 
out to be her traveling dress. She could go 
to the railroad station or to the stage without 
any of the modern bother. She was in light 
marching order. She desired to know if she 
could have the use of the church fora con- 
cert that same Saturday evening. 

POSTERS AND A TACK HAMMER. 

‘*I promptly told her she could. She had 
some posters in her pocket and she had a 
tack hammer. She thanked me for the per- 
mission to use the church, bid me good-day 
and went out and proceeded to bill the town. 
Later in the afternoon it came ontorain. I 
went early to the church and saw that it was 
open agd lighted. There was no pressing on 
a button to turn on the electric light. At 
that time we used the honest old Kerosene 
and you could tell whereit was. When all 
was in order I appointed a man I could trust 
to make change for doorkeeper, and then we 
waited for the masses to arrive. But for the 
rain we should have had a fair house. Ag it 
was we altogether numbered séventeen. At 
7:30 precisely the little lady, with a guitar, 
stepped on the platform, smiled at us, made

and began to sing. 

‘She sang ‘Within a Mile of Edinburgh 
Town,’ ‘Kathleen Mavourneen,’ ‘The Horn of 
the Hunter is Heard on the Hill.’ 

‘*That concert that evening went right on, 
There were no waits to speak of, and no one 
of the seventeen went out. There was no 
laughing and leaning back and passing sweet 
things from one to another. Seventeen peo- 
ple who are well pleased make a great deal of 
applause. We seventeen did. 

‘*That was the most memorable evening I 
have ever attended; the least machinery 
about it and the master woman’s hand in it. 
The receipts at the door were only thirteen 
quarters, and somehow or other there were 
four ‘deadheads’ amongthem. At the close 
of the concert I told her how greatly I had 
been pleased and how sorry forthe rain. She 
thanked me, tucked the guitar under her wa- 
terproof and ran off to the hotel. 

**Monday morning I received a note from 
her: ‘Would I call?’ I did call and very 
frankly she said, ‘Here’s my instrument as 
security, and I want $100f you.’ I replied, 
‘WelllI’m not inthat kind of business yet. 
You can have the $10but you can keep your 
guitar.’ I was not cognizant at that time of 
the laws of chattel mortgage as laid down by 
Moses. Hesays you shall never take froma 
person the things by which he lives.’ That 
is, you shall not take the tools of his trade. 
But unconsciously I managed to live upto 
the law. 

**At that time I had not become wealthy and 
Ihad to step outand try to borrow the $10. 
Miss Abbott went away that morning with 
her bill paid, a railroad ticket and a little 
money in her pocket. A few weeks later she 
sent me from Buffalo the $10 with thanks, and 
also told me how she was doing.’’

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THE STATE CONSTITUTION. 


Doubtless there are ‘defects in our State 
constitution which could be_ better 
amended bya convention than by piece- 
meal amendments proposed and submitted 
to the people by the General Assembly. 
But in the absence of any definite scheme 
of improvements, it is probably safe to as- 
sume thatthe original opponents of the 
best features of the constitution of 1875 are 
among those who arenow calling for a 
convention to give us a new one, 

They do not now openly attack the rail- 
road and corporation articles or the pro- 
visions which restrict the taxing and debt- 
creating power. But when they do ven- 
ture to say that it ‘‘ties the hands of the 
f@ople’’ they obviously refer to the re- 
strictions on the issue of ‘‘aid’’ bonds, on 
the creation of public indebtedness and on 
other processes of laying mortgages on the 
property and earnings of the people. In- 
stead of being restrictions on the power of 
the people these are restrictions on ‘the 
power of the people’s agents to make them 
the slaves of monopolists and bond specu- 
lators, By these restrictions our State, its 
municipalities and its people have since 
1875 been rescued from impending bank- 
ruptcy and been placed in thejvery front 
rank of financial credit. To these restric- 
tions Missouri consciously owes a greater 
reduction of burdens and more of sub- 
stantial progress and prosperity than have 
marked any other fifteen-year period in 
her history. 

We have no fear that the people will per- 
mit any convention to let down the bars 
put up in 1875 and to launch us again on 
the wild current of lobby legislation in be- 
half of corporation promoters, bond grab- 
bersand speculators in monopoly fran- 
chises. But when the great mass of people 
have given no sign of discontent with the 
constitution as it is it devolveson the dis- 
satisfied to specify the changes desired be- 
fore the Legislature submits to the people 
the question of calling a revision conven- 
tion. The time is not particularly propi- 
tious to wholesome revision when the air 
is full of new party fadsand radical theo- 
ries, all of which would be dumped into 
the election of the convention and greatly 
confuse its deliberations. But those who 
chase shadows and rainbows are too few in 
this State to carry the proposed call, and 
there is no use in submitting it unless it 
presents a definite and popular schedule 
of amendments to the people.

THE IMPORTANT POINT. 

The matter of the new Union Depot has 
assumed a phase which makes it probable 
that the expected action of the Council to- 
night on the depot ordinance will deter- 
mine whether the project shall be pushed 
toa successful result or indefinitely post- 
poned. The whole question hinges ona 
couple of unimportant amendments which 
are capable of amicable and satisfactory 
arrangement. 

All citizens are united in an ardent desire 
to secure anew Union Depot on any rea- 
sonable terms. It will mean vastly in- 
creased facilities and conveniences for rail- 
way passenger service, which carry with 
them increased advantages for the city. It 
will undoubtedly be worth millions of dol- 
lars to St. Louis. The members of the 
Council should give the proposition 
sensible, business-like treatment, hold- 
ing in view the clear rights and 
interests of the city. and the value 
of the object under consideration. 
The principal point to be gained is the 
guarantee of the immediate building of the 
right kind of depot on conditions which 
will guard the plain rights of the city. 

This conclusion will meet allfair de- 
mands, and there is no reason to doubt that 
it may be reached if the Council acts with 
discretion. The people of St. Louis will 
not stand the defeat of this important and 
cherished object through blundering or at- 
tempted boodling. 

THE Indiana proposition for co-operation 
on the part of Western States in passing 
uniform laws taxing foreign capital loaned 
to their people proceeds upon the idea that 
money lenders would ‘‘come down’’ to a 
‘‘combine’’ of States and not withdraw 
capital therefrom when the members of the 
‘feombine’’ ceased to bid against each 
other. But even in that case who would 
pay the local taxes on this borrowed cap- 
italy the lenders or the borrowers? What 
would hinder the lenders from combining 
to make the borrowers pay an interest rate 
large enough to cover the local tax? 
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ONE unfortunate element in the Sioux 
situation is that the acknowledged wrongs 
which have been inflicted upon tho Sioux 
place the Government-in an apologetic atti- 
tude towards 4 revolting and marauding

the Sioux for an outbreak into which it is 
fadmitted theyjwere driven by the misman- 
agement of Government agents.

AN INVESTIGATION BY THE GRAND-JURY 
NOW A CERTAINTY. 


Candidate ‘Expresses a Willing- 
ness to Tell He Knows to That Tri- 
bunal—Proofs Said to Have Been Se- 
cured That the Money Was Not Used 
for the Purpose It Was Contributed. 


The unexpected move of the reorganized 
Republican Central Committee in threatening 
a Grand-jury investigation and criminal pro- 
ceedings against Secretary Ford Smith and 
Treasurer Thos. 0. Martin of the old com- 
mittee, to forcea detailed statement of the 
handling of. funds during the fall campaign, 
seems to have been the result of some private 
investigation of the matter made by dissatis- 
fled members of the Central Committee be- 
fore the reorganitation took place, 

In consequence of that investigation the re- 
organized committee believes that it already 
has proofs of mismanagement and financial 
looseness strong enough to warrant carrying } 
it before the Grand-jury, and the leaders 
of the investigation state that such action 
will undoubtedly be taken unless the report 
is forthcoming. Oommitteeman Charles 
Claudius of the Fifth Ward is the 
head and front of the impending inves- 
tigation, and so confident was he of 
the case being one that demanded the atten- 
tion of the Grand.jury that his original mo- 
= atthe committee meeting last Monday 

ight was tothe effect that such action be 

en without further effort to bring Messrs. 
Ford Smith and Martin to time by persuasive 
methods, Whatever evidence Claudius had 
secured in the premises is known to 
the reorganized committee, but is being 
rigidly withheld from the public until the 
committee of five, of which Claudius is Chair- 
man, takes official action in the matter. 
That action, it is stated, will be taken at 
as early a date as possible. Ex-Treasurer 
Thos. C. Martin is nowin Jefferson City, but 
before he left it is said that he stated that 
Ford Smith was in reality the treasurer, so 
far as the handling of funds went, and that to 
Ford Smith the committee would have to 
look for the financial report of the last cam- 
paign. 
A DEMAND FOR THE BOOKS. 

The formal demand for the production of 
the books and papers will accordingly be 
made upon Mr. Smith, and the carrying of 
the investigation before the Grand-jury will 
be done upon his positive re- 
fusal to produce them or to make 
a satisfactory report. A new 
development in the case to-day is that there 
is a general feeling that the action of the re- 
organized committee was originally promptéd 
by complaints of candidates on the late ticket 
against the management of the financial 
end ofthe campaign, and that it ts a fact 
that some of the defeated candidates, who 
would object to coming voluntarily into a 
fight within the party ranks, will be 
nevertheless, toappear before the Grand-jgry 
under compulsion, and thus aid the offidial 
investigation. 

Shortly before the reorganization of the 
Central Committee took place in December, 
there was an important meeting 
of fifteen members of the committee 
held one night at the saloon of Commit- 
teeman Claudius at Ninth and  Julla

Bierman, Fourth Ward; Charles 
Claudius, Fifth Ward; Louis Wagner, 
Ninth Ward; Wm, Pape, Eleventh Ward;

whitewash. Lawyers have been consulted 
in the case; it ‘ts said, and after 
examining the evidence secured by the reor- 
ganized committee have stated that the facts 
warranted a Graad-jury investigation, 
This can be secured simply by 
the production of proofs strong 
enough to create a suspicion of intentional 
and then the sworn state- 
ment of every candidate on the late Republi- 
can ticket would be taken at once, showing 
the amounts paid into the Central 
Committee’s treasury during the campaign. 
The total of these amounts would, of course, 
show the aggregate of . the cam- 
paign fund and then investigation 
would be made of ,the manner in 
which the fund melted away until a deficit of 
$30 was all that remained to be passed upon. 
‘ PROSSER WILL TESTIFY. 

The one item fm the informal report 
read by Secretary Ford smith at 
the Turner Hall meeting which was regarded 
with the most outspoken suspicion by the 
campaign fund investigators was that 
crediting Thos. J. Prosser, Republican 
candidate for Congress from the Ninth 
Congressional District, with only $500 paid 
into the Central Committee. This was char- 
acterized as absurd on its face. It was plainly 
stated that Prosser had spent $24,000 
in his race, and to suppose that 
the Republican Central Committee handled 
only $500 of that amount would tax the cre- 
dulity of the veriest political infant beyond 
its limit. The reorganized committee depend 
upon Prosser’s testimony before the Grand- 
jury to bring out some startling facts. 

Whatever that testimony will be before the 
Grand-jury, ex-candidate Prosser is deter- 
mined that it shall not be forthcoming un- 
less to that body. He was seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning and said: 

‘I will of course tell the Grand-jury 
exactly what I contributed to the Republican 
campaign fund, but I would not do so 
otherwise. I most positively decline 
to make any statement for  pub- 
lication bearing upon the subject. I have 
read the account of the report of Secretary 
Ford Smith, crediting me with the amount of 
$500, paid into. the Central Committee treas 
ury. I must decline either to confirm or den 
that statement until I am summoned before 
the ‘Grand-jury. I would like it to be 
understood that I have no _. per- 
sonal grievance in this matter. ‘I be- 
lieve the Republican ticket went by the 
board in November last upon national issues 
and if there might have~ been local mis- 
management, I don’t think that would 
have accounted for the general defeat.

There was a more numerous represen- 
tation of the patrons of society and the young 
swells who would be delighted if they could 
know that when they die some of their effects | 
would cause so much comment as has at- 
tached to the auctioning ofthe curious and 
immense collection which filled the house of 
the editor of the North American Review. 
Before the business of the day began there 
Was a great deal of speculation as to 
what wopld be the fate of the 460 in the 
catalogue. Thisentry was ‘‘Three bags of 
chips.’’ \ Curious visitors tothe store in the 
morning had seen these bags @f chips stuck 
away in a corner of a cabinet. Those who 
wanted to examine them could not do so be- 
cause the glass front of the cabinet was 
locked, and the key thereto could not bé ob- 
tained upon any plea, But it was known 
that the chips wereof the regular business 
kind, and many a young blood who stood be- 
fore the case speculated upon the possibility 
of their being the very chips which 
Mr. Rice had used in that great game 
of poker a few years ago in which 
$100,000 changed owners across’ the 
green cloth. A careless stroller, looking 
at the various articles inthe ware-rooms, 
would not have dreamed that there was any- 
thing in the three little bags thatlay upon 
the cabinet shelf. For they were insignifi- 
cant in appearance, were these little leather 
receptacles plied together, with strings‘drawn 
about the necks and the label, marked ‘‘400,,’ 
half out of sight.

The announcement deprived many of the 
large crowd present of a pleasure which they 
had eagerly anticipated.

They have 
cause for complaint, for they are competing 
with the unpaid labor of the entire literary 
world. Of course the public will buy the 
books. Ifthey can get Louis Stevenson for 
25 cents, are they going to pay $1.50 for 
Howells? With the exception of what 
I have got from Harpers and my 
syndicated work, I have been receiving 
absolutely no returns for my stories in this 
country. I have been forced to sign contracts 
by which, if through any chance a novel 
should appear in book form. before it is com- 
pleted serially, I get nocompensation. So,1 
am obliged to take the utmost care with my 
proofs and lie awake nights lest some thiev- 
ing printer furnish proofs toa pirate and so 
annul my contracts and rob me of the fruit of 
my labor. It isall dead wrong and I do not 
think it could be too severely character- 
ized.**

THERE ARE NO MORE MIDDLE-WEIGHTS 
FOR HIM TO CONQUER. 


Jimmy Carroll Generously Consents to 
Share the, New Zealander’s Earnings 
With Him-—Gen. Paine Discusses the 
International Yacht Race. a 


NEW ORCEANS, La,, Jan. 16.—Jimmy OCar- 
roll is not losing any time in turning the 
victory of Fitzsimmons to profit. The pair 
have formed aco-partnership by which the 
long, lank New Zealander will do all the fight- 
ing while crafty James will share half 
his profits with him, The first 
great divide in this most remarkable alliance, 
offensive and defensive, occurred last night 
when Fitzsfmmons received $11,000 from the 
Olympic Club for defeating Jack Dempsey, 
and promptly turned half the amount over to 
Trainer and Second Carroll. The pair also 
signed a contract with ‘‘Parson’’ Davies of 
Chicago last night by which that clever 
money-maker wit manage them. He is to 
tour them through this country, and then 
take Fitzsimmons to England and 
match him against Ted Pritchard, 
the English middle-weight champion. 
If Fitz whips Pritchard, as itis generally be- 
lieved he will, Davies will tour Carroll and 
the New Zealander through Europe, return to 
this country and finally visit Australia. The 
pugilists expect to realize enough money by 
their exhibitions and Fitzsimmon’s fights to 
make them independently rich, and it is their 
intention to finally return to San Francisco 
and. go into business. In addition to the 
$11,000 purse money Fitzsimmons was pre- 
sented with $7,200 by different parties who 
won bets on him, 

FITZSIMMONS PRAISES DEMPSEY. 

Fitzsimmons was out early yesterday with 
the only mark upon him, a slight bruise over 
theeye. He says Dempsey is the best man he 
ever met and the gamest, andcan whip any 
other middle-weight in the world. He “1s 
proud of having won the fight and proud that 
he treated Dempsey with humanity. It was 
intended by the Olympic Clu”. to 
have Ted Pritchard fight the winf /and 
if he defeats Burke and comes to Ame, 4 the 
match may be made by the club. In the 
meantime Carroll proposes to tour the coun- 
try with his champion,‘as Stated, and make 
all the money he can. 

Dempsey’s only excuse is that he ran up 
against a giant. 

The club says the fight was not as profitable 
as anticipated, there being less than 2,500 
people inthe house all told. Still it wasa 
good thing for New Orleans, nearly all the 
Fitzsimmons’ money being placed by local 
men, 

PRITCHARD AND FITZSIMMONS. 

Pritchard isthe only middleweight in the 
world available to meet Fitzsimmons. By his 
easy defeat of Jack Dempsey the Antipodean 
fighter has clearly demonstrated that no 
American in the middleweig class would 
have any possible chance of querigg him, 
as the Nonpareil is unquestionably the clev- 
erest and best man in his class in this coun- 
try. La Blanche, who probably ranks 
next to Dempsey among American 
middle-weights would be ata much greater 
disadvantage than the ex-champion was as 
the Marine is much shorter in the reach. In 
fact one of LaBlanche’s weakest points ts his 
very shortarms and he would not have the 
ghost of a show against the New Zealander 
and his tremendous reach. Ted Pritchard, 
Toff Wall, Jack Burke, Alf Mitchell and Al 
Goode have all been claiming the middle- 
weight championship of England, but 
Goode is outclassed by the others 
and Mitchell’s claims were dissipated 
_ when Ted Pritchard recently defeated 

him in such hollow style, for, like Dempsey 
with Fitzsimmons, Mitchell was never in_it 
and only lasted three rounds. Toff Wall is 
getting too old and it is doubtful whether 
Jack Burke can get inside the middle-weight 
limit and be strong. Heis now matched to 
fight Pritchard forthe middle-weight cham 
pionship, and if Pritchard wins he will be 
fairly entitled to claim the middle-weight 
championship of Great Britain. His 
easy victory over Alf Mitchell indicates 
Pritchard is a good one and if he can down 
Jack Burke, he is undoubtedly a great man in 
his class. As the English middle-weights are 
an untried quantity in this country, a match 
between Pritchard and Fitzsimmons would 
possess some interest in event that the 
former wins his fight with Burke. But even 
then all the Americans would now back the 
New Zealander, and no doubt he would 
win as easily as he did with 
Dempsey. Fitzsimmons will have to 
meet some of the best heavy 
weignts to make the battle possess any 
especial interest to the public, for he can un- 
doubtedly whip all the inferior heavy weight 
pugilists without any trouble. When it was 
suggested that he meet Jim Corbett, the Cali- 
fornian, Fitzsimmons replied that the latter 
was too big. and clever and that middle- 
weights were good enough for him. 

OLD TIME PURSES. 

There is a wonderful difference between 
fighting as a business now-a-days and in the 
days of yore. Then men fought for hours 
with the bare knuckles for stakes of $100 or 
$200, while now they are paid several thou- 
sand for a few rounds with gloves before an 
athletic club. Dempsey and Fitz- 
simmons received $12,000 for a 
glove fight and they are only 
middieweights at that. It is the largest 
purse ever fought for, though there is every 
indication that much larger sums will be of- 
fered_in the near future. Think of how these 
amounts compare with the purses given the 
old-time fighters. . Harry Poulson, 
who recently died, gave Tom 
Sayers one of his hardest fights. 
They fought 8h. and 8m., and three or four 
times Sayers was about beaten. It was only 
the indomitable pluck of Sayers that cause 
him to win, and the battle was for $250 a side, 
and Sayers never had won more than that 
amount, although that was nearly his last 
battle. If I mistake not Poulson never had 
won a battle for £50 or $250a side, and the 
fight I refer to between him and Sayers took 
place in 1856. I could go on giving interesting 
facts regarding these big battles for small 
stakes, battles that will be thought of as long 
as pugilism is talked about. But what a 
change? Had Sayers, Poulson or any of the 
famous old timers lived now and in their 
prime, instead of getting about $100 for fight- 
ing a historic battle, managers and club 
presidents would have been offering thou- 
sands of dollars to ‘‘put the gloves on fora 
few minutes.’’ Surely our so-called pugilists 
have been born in fortunate times. 


THE ST. LOUIS SPORTS BROKE. 

The sports jn St. Louis who went broke on 
Dempsey are legion, and their watches, dia- 
monds and other jewelry now seem to hold 
down the safes ofthe various pawnbrokers 
and at the same time point the moral and 
adorn the tale of misplaced judgment. Ever 
since the very hour of the announce- 
ment of the result of the great 
batttle the gentlemen who possess sport- 
ing procliyities have been wending their way 
toward the places where personal property is 
received as collateral for small loans. 

’ There is no danbt that the 8t. Louis contin- 
gent backed Dempsey, They are sorry of it 
now, but that does not fill their pockets with 
the lucre that has from them forever fled. 

Yesterday the Broadway dealers in ‘‘an- 
tique’’ were busy, very busy. The sports 
came in twos, threes and every number. 
They brought articles of every description 
and value. Some had a watch, others 
had diamonds, and some had both. 
One pawn-broker says that he loaned at least 
$4,000 to sports who plunged with their all 
and lost, And it was not only the pool-alley 
- sports who went broke on the fight, but their 
imitators were likewise generally unfor- 
\ tunate. Very few St. Louis sports would back 
@) Fitzsimmons, and this accounts for the 
Wfinancial straits that exist on every side

THE PRICES OF TROTTERS. 

Here is what a writer in Lexington. has to 
say in defense of the present prices of trot- 
ters, which have been represented to be un- 
warrantedly high and destined to come 
down: I have been at some trouble to inter- 
view a number of the leading dealers and 
breeders here on the subject. The opinion 
seems to prevail among well-informed horse- 
men that g dividuals, well bred, will 
sell for more money than stock 
ever sold for before, while the medium 
bred and poorly bred ones will probably go 
for less. One intelligent breeder puts it this 
way: 

The tendency is toward the best. The busi- 
ness, in my opinion, has just from 
its experimental state, although the breeding 
of trotters will always be more or less in the 
nature of experiment. Itis becoming more 
generally known that to produce a trotter it 
is necessary to breed in trotting lines; that 
is, if one wishes to take the least possible 
risk. The hap-hazard breeding of twenty-five 
years ago would not be countenanced by the 
veriest tyro now, forthe alm of every wide- 
awake maninthe businessis to breed the 
best, Itis this fact that keeps up the prices

YACHTING, 


Gen. Charles J. Paine, the man who built 
the two biggest sloop yachtsin the world, 
Mayflower and Volunteer, and with them de- 
feated the Galatea and Thistle in contests for 
the America’s cup, was interviewed in New 
York on the prospect of an international race 
and said: *‘I don’t think there will be any 
trouble about arranging a match when a 
challenge comes, but untilit does arrive we 
can only talk about it. We have always been 
ready to race, and we shallbe again when 
the time comes. Theonly thingI seein the 
way isthe time allowed usto prepare for a 
race. The deed of gift says ten months’ no- 
tice in writing must be given, and that the 
race must be sailed between May 1 and Nov. 
1. Eight days of the ten months have already 
passed, and nochallenge has come, so the 
New York Yacht Club is not obliged to accept 
a challenge now. Ifit comes within a rea- 
sonable time, however, they can, by the mu- 
tual consent clause, waive the ten months’ 
time, but ifwe haveto builda big boat we 
want all the time we can get to build and try 
her.’’ 

Gen. Paine believes that larger single- 
masted yachts will be built before long, not 
to sail for the America’s cup—for 90 feet is the 
maximum length permitted by the new deed 
of gift—but for future racing. He says the 
chief trouble with a large sloop will be to get 
spars big enough and strong enough to carry 
the sail on. 

When asked if he intended to build another 
cup defender the General smilingly said: ‘‘It’s 
along way off yet, and I think I shall give 
some one else a chance this time. I hear 
there are several yachtsmen in New York 
ready to build if a challenge comes. Mr. E. 
D. Morganisone of them, I believe. Asto 
that dimension clause in the deed of gift, it 
could be waived as well gs the ten months’ 
notice.’’ 


ATHLETICS. 

Probably the most important feature of the 
week, asfar as pedestrianism is concerned, 
says Pringle, is the challenge of L. E. Meyers 
to Darrin, the English pedestrian, now in 
this country.

Since then he has been in 
England, and won a few races, defeating, 
among others, Farrell. the American. People 
who ought to know, state that Darrin’s best 
race isa half mile, and he can run, that dis- 
tance exceedingly well. I will not, therefore, 
be surprised if Darrin offers to run Myers 
that distance.

A SPECIAL ELECTION. 


Called by the East St. Louis Board of

A BLOODY DUEL. 


Joe Harris Killed by the Destroyer of His 
Home. 


CHARLOTTE, 8. C., Jan. 16.—One of the 
bloodiest duels that was ever fought with 
knives took place Wednesday afternoon eight 
miles from Morgantown. For some time past 
Joe Harris, a young man of some prominence 
in hiscommunity, has suspected that John 
Afken was too intimate with his wife. On 
several occasions Harris had begged Aiken to 
keep away from his home and had told Aiken 
that he was robbing him of his wife’s love 
and was destroying his home. To this Aiken 
made no reply, but continued his visits. Har- 
ris, seeing that Aiken did not heed his warn- 
ing, grew desperate and swore that he would 
kill Aiken on sight. Aiken was warned and 
up to Wednesday had been successful in 
evading his would-be slayer. Both men were 
at all times heavily armed, ready for the 
fight which they knew would take place 
sooner or later.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


RESULT OF THE VOTE TAKEN IN THE 
METHODIST CHURCH. 


The Women Will Have a Big Majority in 
Favor of Their Admission as Delegates 
to the General Conference—A Church 
Dedication—Notes. 


The vote that is now being taken inthe M. 
E. Churches throughout the country on the 
question of admitting women to the electoral 
and general conferences is fast drawingtoa 
terminatiog. Alithe figures in thus far give 
the ladies a victory, and that they will event- 
ually there isno doubt whatever expressed 
at the present time. The contest throughfout 
has been full of interest, and those who have 
opposed the new power to be given women 
will undoubtedly be surprised to learn of 
their defeat. 

The movement of the women for recogni- 
tion has been going ow since 1862, when the 
matter was first presented to the mem- 
bers of -the sMethodist denomingtion 
and defeated by a vote of 2,884 
for and 47,855 against; again in _ 1869 
a vote was taken and the women carried the 
day, but the result was set aside by the gen- 
eral conference owing to the inadequacy of 
the vote. This time, ifthe votingis kept up 
to the average which it has already attained, 
the necessary number of votes will be ob- 
tained, andthe ladies will be able tocom- 
mand consideration. There will be much op- 
position to the admission of the fair sex when 
the general conference meets, but it is gen- 
erally conceded that the present representa- 
tive expression of opinion of the members 
who compose the Methodist denomination 
practically setties the matter.

Notwithstanding 
this the victory of the admissionists is -prac- 
tically a thing of record, and whether the 
General Conference will set aside such an ex- 
pression is a thing that will be settled in the 
future. 


West Church Dedication. 


Extensive preparations are being made for 
the dedication of the West Presbyterian 
Church Sunday afternoon at 8 o’clock.

$15,000, which speaks well for a congregation 
that has not been organized much more than 
two years. The new church is located at 
the corner of Maple and Maryville avenues, 
one block east of Hamilton avenue. The 
dedication of the building and the installation 
of the pastor, Rev. Francis L. Ferguson, will 
take place at the same hour, being under the 
auspices of the St. Louis Presbytery.

Garin will read _ scriptures and Rev.

This is 
the principle event in Presbyterian Church 
circles Sunday, said no doubt the seating 
capacity of the church, 450, will be fully 
tested, 

Rev. F. Ferguson the pastor is well known 
in St. Louis, having preached inthe Grand 
Avenue Prebyterian Church for six 
months, and occupied Dr, Nic- 
coll’s pulpit during the latter’s sum- 
mer vacation. Forfive years Mr. Ferguson 
was pastor of the Prytania Street Church of 
New Orleans and achieved considerable suc- 
cess in that city. Since his acceptance of 
the West Church’s call that organization has 
grown wonderfully both in numbers and 
interest. Many of his friends will pay hima 
visit to-morrow and wish him prosperity in 
the new building.

When seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter the 
Bishop said that he was not aware himself 
how long he would be absent from this 
country; that‘it all depended upon the 
future actién of the resident bishops. He 
intimated. however, that he did not seriously 
expéct a recall at a very early date. 

‘*There is a grand fleld for religious labors in 
that part of the world,’’ said he, ‘‘and I 
sincerely hope that results will justify this 
visit. Of course I cannot predict what may 
be the outcome, but I am still an American 
Bishop,’’ the gentleman added smilingly.
